FOR REDEYE 

For six years, Daniel and Rachel Melcher’s 
home has been a sanctuary 

That’s no metaphor— the couple lives in 
a converted church in Ukrainian Village. 
As Daniel describes it, their unit is situated 
“where the congregation sits — the sanctuary” 
The Melchers are enamored with the for- 
mer Ukrainian church’s bell tower and the 
choir loft in the entryway, as well as their 
unit’s built-in upstairs loft (the ceiling is 
40 feet above the ground floor), 4-foot- thick 
walls, exposed brick and the light pouring in 
through arched windows. 

“I certainly believe in a higher power and 
the power of certain spaces to bring out that 
spiritual feeling,” said Daniel, 33, who regret- 
fully is putting the home on the market to 
make a work-related move to Colorado with 
Rachel, 31, and their 2-year-old son. 

From holy buildings to factories, Chica- 
goans have adapted some unusual converted 
spaces into homes as a way to express them- 
selves and break out of a condo mold they 
deem simple, tired and drab. As the city be- 
gins to gear up for open-house season, the 
market is teeming with real estate rarities that 
are opulent, functional and even cozy 

“That is the great thing about Chicago’s 
real estate market,” said Tommy Choi, a part- 
ner at Weinberg Choi Realty, which is based 
in Lakeview. “No matter how unique a prop- 
erty is, there is someone out there seeking it.” 

^t more than weirdness or pizzazz, price 
is the most important factor in home sales, 
Choi said. 

And a hefty federal tax credit helped propel 
first-time home-buying to the busiest it has 
been since 1981, according to a recent study by 
the National Association of Realtors. Though 
the $8,000 credit expired last month, some 
real estate experts suggest the market remains 
in the buyers’ favor. According to Moody’s, a 
research firm, the value of buying outweighs 
renting in Chicago’s current real estate mar- 
ket based on analysis that shows whether

a buyer will need a big jump in future home 
value to cover the cost of owning. 

So what exactly is out there? Though not 
all units were on the market, RedEye found 
groups of people occupying spaces that for- 
merly were a ballroom, warehouse, bakery 
and gallery 

The owners who spoke to RedEye said they 
appreciate living in spaces that break the bor- 
ing, old routine of most Chicago homes. 

“I can’t over-emphasize how important it 
is for me to live in a unique space— especially 
in a city that can be so cookie-cutter,” Daniel 
Melcher said. 

Other owners aren’t necessarily looking 
for unusual homes, but when they find them, 
they are smitten. 

When Dina Hill spotted a “Eor Sale” sign 


two years ago in the window of a Lakeview 
mansion, she found the home wasn’t on the 
market, but the 700 -square-foot, vine-cov- 
ered coach house at the end of the driveway 
was. 

With a tiny foyer, angled ceiling beams and 
U-shaped living space with the kitchen on 
one side and the bathroom on the other. Hill, 
47, was sold on the unit she describes as feel- 
ing “like a hug.” 

Her favorite feature of her rental: the bed 
situation. 

“I love that I have to climb a ladder to get 
into my bed and when I am in bed it feels a lot 
like a tree house,” she said. “Plus, you are en- 
couraged to stay healthy and sober when you 
have to climb a ladder into bed.” 

Going off the beaten path of real estate 


isn’t for everyone, according to broker B.J. 
Tregoning of Dream Town Real Estate in Lin- 
coln Park. It takes a certain kind of personal- 
ity and buyer to fit in an unconventional living 
space, he said. 

“Typically those kinds of people are open- 
minded, creative or risk-taking people and 
they are looking for something that is out of 
the norm,” Tregoning said. “Most buyers don’t 
want to do anything— they want the place to 
be perfect. They want it to be 100 percent 
ready for them.” 

But there can be a financial or functional 
upside to being a buyer who is willing to make 
improvements, as long as the space fulfills 
basic needs such as a kitchen, bathroom and 
separate living and bedroom spaces. 

“It has to still function like a home regard- 


less of what its previous life was,” Tregoning 
said. “At the end of the day you need to live in 
it, regardless of how cool it is.” 

That is exactly the mix of form and func- 
tion that sold artist Ricardo Manuel Diaz, 
52, and his wife, Christine Merle, 49, on 
a converted statue factory that abuts the 
Eisenhower Expressway. 

They were drawn most to the openness of 
the building— the first floor functions as a 
gallery and studio; the second story of the loft 
serves as the living area and has baroque— but 
also modern— appointments, and a mezza- 
nine space holding two enclosed bedrooms 
and a master bath. 

“Here you can be more imaginative,” Diaz 
said. “Here you can do as you please.”

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Checkmate on Chicago music history 



In late ’40s Chicago, Leonard Chess (Alessandro Nivola) and his brother Phil (Jon 
Abrahams) opened a club to make money off the booze people bought while listen- 
ing to live music. A decade or two later, their record label had spawned influential 
artists such as Muddy Waters (David Oyelowo). 

The buzz: It’s been less than two years since “Cadillac Records,” starring Adrien 
Brody Beyonce and Mos Def, tried to tackle similar material in a film that felt sim- 
plistic and easily distracted. Perhaps “Who Do You Love” has the right idea by 
casting fewer familiar faces and ensuring the characters’ fame doesn’t compete with 
the people playing them. 

The verdict: The music’s what matters, and “Who Do You Love” crackles with 
the sense of discovering genius that’s ready to be heard and distributed. It would 
take a longer, deeper movie to process the racial context and implications of these 
events; fortunately the film takes a streamlined approach that feels suitable, if un- 
complicated. This isn’t a broad biopic about all the artists Chess Records launched. 
This quick-moving, sassy story merely shows the power of a strong work ethic 
while documenting an important piece of the puzzle as blues morphed into rock. 

Did you know? The Chess brothers learn that if listeners can dance to a song 
then it will be a hit. Let us know what we can do to make sure that truth never again 
falls into the wrong hands (Black Eyed Peas).

Situation: Any recommendations for a good sleeper sofa? 

Soiution: Look for a strong frame and a mattress without metal bar 
supports. 

Buying a sleeper sofa used to mean choosing between a few bulky 
couches stuffed with complex mechanisms. Metal bars supporting 
the mattress made for a poor night’s sleep, but there wasn’t much you 
could do about it. Now there is some good news: In the past 
lo years, sofa beds have advanced, and it’s easier to find good-looking, 
comfortable designs. Here’s what to look for. 

Size 

To make sure you have enough room to easily open the sofa, account 
for the size of the bed when it’s open. Twin sofa beds (also known 
as chairs-and-a-half) take up about 56 inches by 90 inches when 
unfolded, a full sleeper measures about 56 -by- 90 open and a queen 
averages about 84-by-90 open.

Two main components affect the quality of a sleeper sofa: the frame 
and the mattress. A kiln-dried hardwood frame with mitered joints is 
one of the strongest options. The kiln drying stabilizes the frame by 
extracting moisture from the wood so it doesn’t warp or crack. Strong 
metal frames are used more frequently in modern designs. Just make 
sure the frame doesn’t include a bar that passes under the middle of the 
mattress —that’s usually a sign of an uncomfortable sleeper sofa. 

Mattresses and cushions 

Foam mattresses are becoming more common in sleeper sofas. In a 
hinged design, the sofa back folds down to create a full or queen sur- 
face, so there’s actually no mattress at all, just the foam couch cushions. 
If you’re interested in a hinged design, try it with a mattress topper. It 
provides a layer of protection over the sofa 
while you’re sleeping and makes the surface a 
little more comfortable.

As with any new thing, consumers need to be cautious. 

Web photos can be deceiving. Online reviews can be planted 
by people with an agenda, good or bad. What can a would-be 
renter do? Here are a few tips from the Better Business Bureau, 
travel experts and seasoned renters to make sure you don’t get 
burned when you rent a home for your vacation. 


RENTING GUIDELINES 

» Get a written agree- 
ment spelling out 
terms and conditions. 
Never wire money or 
write a personal check. 
Plastic is the way to go 
because your credit 
card company may of- 
fer some protection. 

»Ask friends for rec- 
ommendations. If you 
decide on a house or 
condo belonging to a 
stranger, ask for refer- 
ences from others who 
have stayed there. 

»lf a deal sounds too 
good to be true, it 
probably is. In most 
cases, you get what 
you pay for. 


» Don’t trust an owner 
who will communi- 
cate only via e-mail, 
and don’t hesitate to 
pick up the phone to 
ask the owner/prop- 
erty manager detailed 
questions or even 
request more photos 
than those displayed 
in the online ad. 

»Find out how you’ll 
get back your security 
deposit, if there is one, 
and what it covers.

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Get in the flow of 
Cinco de Mayo with 
big-batch recipes

Second only to St. Patrick’s 
Day Cinco de Mayo is a 
perfect excuse to drink the 
afternoon away with a group of like-minded 
amigos. And making sure you’re well-stocked 
for a day of sipping margaritas on the porch 
takes pitchers full of cocktails. 

Mixing up these pitchers is slightly more 
complicated than one might think. It’s not as 
simple as just tripling a margarita recipe and 
tossing it in a convenient piece of Tupper- 
ware. Here are a few tips for mixing cocktail 
pitchers. 

» Generally assume each person you’re serv- 
ing will throw back the rough equivalent of 
6 ounces of liquor. Some will drink more, some 
will drink less, but it’ll all even out in the end. 

» Know how much your pitcher holds. Under- 
mixing and overmixing are rookie mistakes. 

» Mix your drinks by ratios, not ounces. It’s the 
easiest way to make large batches like these. 

» If you add ice to the pitcher, you’ll need to 
mix stronger cocktails than usual because the 
ice will melt while the pitcher sits in the sun, di- 
luting the cocktails. Abetter approach is to mix 
the pitcher and add ice to glasses as you pour. 

» Carbonated drinks don’t work particularly 
well in pitchers unless you’re going to drink 
them fast. They go flat in a hurry 

Remember, your friends are lushes, so have 
more than one pitcher on hand. Here are a 
few big-batch recipes to help get you started.

Classic margarita 


This is the first and most important cocktail to 
master for the occasion. It’s the most popular 
tequila drink in the country and the one 
everyone expects when they show up to 
celebrate Cinco de Mayo. 

INGREDIENTS 

»3 parts tequila (use a good silver or reposado 
tequila-Tres Generaciones and Don Julio are 
solid picks) 

»2 parts Triple sec 
»1 part fresh lime juice 

» Add simple syrup (equal parts ultrafine sugar 
and water) to taste 

DIRECTIONS 

» Mix all ingredients in a pitcher and fill glasses 
with crushed ice. 

» For blended margaritas, pour the mixture in 
batches into a blender and add ice to just below 
the top of the liquid. Keep in mind that the ice 
will melt, so the margaritas need to be stronger. 
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Red tea 

Man can’t live on margaritas 
alone, and drinks with tea are 
hot this season. The tannins 
in iced tea mix perfectly with 
bourbon flavors and fruit, 
making for a dangerously 
drinkable cocktail. 

INGREDIENTS 

»1 parts Red Stag 
»y 2 part Canton ginger liqueur 
(or triple sec, if Canton is too 
rich for your blood) 

»y 2 part fresh lemon sour* 

»3 parts iced tea 
(Pom Wonderful adds 
some nice astringency, 
but use your favorite) 

DIRECTIONS 

» Pour all the ingredients 
together and mix in the 
pitcher. Fill tall glasses full of 
ice and enjoy. 

*You can use bottled sour mix, 
but fresh lemon sour is far better 
and easy to make. Just use the 
simple syrup directions from 
the margarita recipe and add an 
equal measure of lemon juice. 

Singapore 

sling 

Maybe you want to protest the 
homogenization of Mexican 
culture. Maybe you just don’t 
like tequila. Either way, the 
Singapore sling is an awesome 
pitcher drink for a crowd. 

INGREDIENTS 

»1 part gin 

»y 2 part cherry brandy 
(Kirschwasser is a reliable 
standby in this case) 

»4 parts pineapple juice 
nVi part lime juice 
»% part orange liqueur 
(Cointreau is used in the 
original recipe) 

»% part Benedictine 
»V3 part grenadine 
» A few dashes Angostura 
Bitters to taste 

DIRECTIONS 

» Mix all the ingredients in 
order in a large pitcher and, 
if you like, toss in cubed 
pineapple and maraschino 
or brandied cherries to make 
it look nice. 

» Pour over ice in tall glasses 
and toast to the Mexican 
army that provided an 
excuse to drink cocktails 
from the Far East. 
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Judge: Blago 
defense can’t 
subpoena 
Obama

The judge overseeing the corruption case 
against former Gov Rod Blagojevich has 
denied a defense motion to issue a subpoe- 
na for the testimony of President Obama. 

U.S. District Judge James Zagel said he 
does not believe Obama’s testimony would 
be material to 
the charges. 

Zagel said 
the defense 
motion fell 
“very short” of 
demonstrat- 
ing a need to 
subpoena the 
president. 

The de- 

fense had said 
it wanted to 
Blagojevich question the 

president about 
Blagojevich’s alleged attempt to sell the 
U.S. Senate seat left vacant when Obama 
was elected. 

Blagojevich allegedly met with a union 
official about getting something from the 
Obama administration in exchange for 
nominating Obama friend Valerie Jarrett 
to the seat. The defense seemed to want to 
explore whether the official was actually 
representing the Obama camp, which the 
judge said is immaterial. 

“The only material aspect is what the 
defendant believed,” Zagel said, not what 
the official’s role was in reality 

Zagel said the issue could be revisited 
later in the trial. 

After the hearing, defense lawyer Shel- 
don Sorosky noted Zagel did not fully shut 
the door on the subpoena. 

“The judge did say that he still might al- 
low the president to testify later on should 
it become necessary” Sorosky said. 

Obama could be needed to dispute alle- 
gations raised by fundraiser Antoin “Tony” 
Rezko, who may be a witness in the case, 
Sorosky said. 

The White House is going to “continue 
not to comment,” deputy press secretary 
Bill Burton said.

Oil makes landfall

MOUTH OF THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER Heavy 
winds and high tides complicated efforts to 
hold back oil that threatened to coat birds and 
other marine life as it oozed ashore from the 
Gulf of Mexico on Friday The White House 
responded to the massive spill by halting any 
new offshore oil projects until safeguards are 
in place to prevent rig explosions like the one 
that caused it. 

The National Weather Service predicted 
winds, high tides and waves through Sunday 
that could push oil deep into the inlets, ponds 
and lakes of southeastern Louisiana. Seas 
of 6 to 7 feet were pushing tides several feet 
above normal toward the coast, compounded 
by thunderstorms expected in the area. The 
wind was pushing oily water over the booms 
meant to contain it. 

More than 200,000 gallons of oil a day are 
spewing from the blown-out well at the site 
of the Deepwater Horizon, which exploded 
April 20 and sank two days later. Crews are 


GOVERNMENT RESPONSE 

The Coast Guard defended the federal re- 
sponse so far. Asked on all three network 
TV morning shows Friday whether the gov- 
ernment has done enough to push oil com- 
pany BP PLC to plug the underwater leak 
and protect the coast. Coast Guard Rear 
Adm. Sally Brice-O’Hara said the response 
led by her agency has been rapid, sus- 
tained and has adapted as the threat grew. 

using at least six remotely operated vehicles 
to try to shut off an underwater valve, but so 
far they’ve been unsuccessful. 

They also are drilling a relief well to de- 
crease the pressure and slow the leak, though 
that could take up to three months. 

Meanwhile, concern grew about animals 
and plants on the ecologically fragile coast- 
line. A rescue operation at Fort Jackson, about 
70 miles southeast of New Orleans, had its 
first patient Friday, a young northern gannett 


found offshore. The bird is normally white 
with a yellow head and long, pointed beak but 
was covered in thick, black oil. Workers with 
Delaware-based Tri-State Bird Rescue and 
Research use Dawn blue dishwashing soap to 
scrub any oil-tainted animals.

Mammal Studies in Gulfport, Miss., scien- 
tists, veterinarians and researchers frantically 
prepared for the possible arrival of hundreds 
of oily sea mammals in the coming days. 

The nonprofit facility’s director. Dr. Moby 
Solangi, said Friday the site will be ground 
zero for injured marine mammals from Texas 
to Florida.
